In the ſelling of their Cloth good cheape be- 
yond the Seas in greater quantitie, when they 
haue bearen downe. the price with the Clo- 
thier, whereby the Cothier is forced to doe te 
like with the Wooll-grower, which difimpro- 
veth the Reuenne of lands; but the Merchant 
employeth the leſſer Stocke, and hath not ther. 
fore the ſeſſe benefit; the Wooll-grower and 
the Clothier bearing the loſſe. © 5 

To make ouer their moneys from beyond the \ 
Seas, at a low price of exchange, in giuing leſſe 
money there, to haue the ſame paied here by 
Bill of exchange in Starlin money, receiuing 
the moneys there atſuch prices, as they cannot 
import them, but to their exceeding lolſe :
